THIS SEASON 


A fair crowd witnessed the fastest 
game of the season in this district, at 
Lacombe, on Thursday evening: last, 
when:the Red Deer boys defeated 
Lacombe by 5-4. 

Owing to illness, Percy Smith, dé- 
fence, was unable to be with the team. 
This rather upset plans for a time, 
but Bob Cox, an old hockeyist, came 
forward to guard the nets, and Charlie 
Smith was moved up to defence. And 
talk about a “come-back.” Bob had 
his eye on the puck all the time, and 
played as though he had never been 
out of the game, while Charlie took 
up his old position on defence as 
though goal-keeping was but a_ side- 
line for him. 

The game started fast right from 
the face-off, with Red Deer pressing 
hard, and before their opponents had 
really settled down to business, had 
slipped in two counters in good style. 

Then Lacombe notched their first | 
score amidst great applause, but Red 
Deer came right back with their third 
before the end of the period. First 
period, Red Deer 3, Lacombe 1. 

In the interval Lacombe held a con- 
sultation, decided on one or two substi- 
tutes,and the second period was the 
fastest of the three, Lacombe scoring 
early. Red Deer again came _ right

_ back with another, and just before the 


end of this spasm Lacombe secured 
their third. Second period, Red Deer 
4, Lacombe 3. 

Lacombe, with another substitution, 
again started off fast and furlous in 
the third period, scoring first, making 
the count 4-4. Excitement now became 
intense,. and the game ended with 
both teams going the limit, but Red 
Deer had just the necessary reserve 
in hand, and about three minutes _ be- 
fore time notched their fifth and win- 
ning tally. ' 

The Red Deer boys played the same 
seven all the way through, and they 
played an exceedingly hard game, 
earning their triumph by good play and 
fast skating against a team that are 
hard to beat. 

The forward line worked well. 
While somewhat short on wind, Roy 
Malcolm got in some. of the fastest 
work of the evening, .and Howard, 
though opposing two men who seenieJ- 
to have an intense grudge agains 
him, played the most consistent game 
he has put up this season; while 
Fowler has the centre position doped 
out about right. Cliff Malcolm, as 
rover, is perhaps the most useful man 
on the team, playing hard and fast 
from start to finish, and particularly 
on this occasion he was in the game 
all the time. Eric Huestis is not put 
out much by anything and played his 
usual game on left defence. Cec. 
Hewson was in uniform and ready to 
play if a substitute were needed. 

Considering, the quality of the 
game, and the closeness of the score, 
the play was fairly clean, though Red 
Deer came in for some scientific trip- 
ping from their opponents, which it 
was hard for the judge of play to 
catch. Howard Malcolm had three 
rests, but he insists two of them were 
on “general principles,” and in the 
third-¢case he got caught and the other 
fellow didn’t, so there’s no hard feel- 
ings. Cliff Malcolm decorated the 
fence for removing a man who was 
standing on the puck and holding up 
the game which Cliff likes to see in 
progress all the time. 

While substitutes are now allowed 
in hockey, Lacombe rather overwork- 


ed this concession, continually slip- |’ 


ping in fresh men. Del. Garland, their 
star, was saved until the last period, 
when he came in to pull his team out 
of the hole, but there seemed to be 
somebody on his trail all the time, 
and he did not accomplish much. We 
congratulate our seven on playing the 
whole game. “Fifteen-minute” men 
may be alright, but we do not think 
it is for the good of hockey on the 
whole. 

The Lacombe goalkeeper had a 
playful habit of lying on the ice when 
there was a scrimmage in front of the 
goal, which is not done in the best of 
circles. 

P. Danner, centre, played the star 
game for Lacombe. 

Len. Beatty refereed the game, and 
C. Hewson went in as judge of play 
for the last two periods.

SCHOOL BOARD 


The regular meeting of the School 
Board was held on Monday evening, 
February 10, with Chairman Gaetz 
and Trustees Payne and Welton in at- 
tendance. 

The chairman and secretary were 
authorized to sign the lease of the 
Parish Hall on behalf of the school, 
and to affix the corporate seal. 

Mrs. Dawe’s engagement was alter- 
ed to furnish two teaching days a 
week in Central School and Parish 
Hall at a salary of $67 a month. 

James Usherwood was granted $8.00 
for extra work at Parish Hall. 

The city auditors presented the 
auditors’ report, stating that the books 
of accounts and records were in excel- 
lent order, and that they obtained all 
the information necessary for thelr 
audit. 

The Red Deer teachers waited upon 
the Board, wishing to know what the 
Board's intentions were with regard 
to the schedule of salaries proposed 
by the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance. 
The chairman informed them that the 
Board had provided for increases 
from September lst with $1,000 as 
minimum salary as the basis; that the 
Board would endeavor to hold a spec- 


ial meeting for consideration of the- 


question, which their representatives 
would be invited to attend.

The Soldiers’ Reception Committee 
has been assisting financially, and the 
members of the Order appointed met 
five trains weekly for a period of eight 
months to welcome and to render any 
help possible to returned men. 

The 1LO.D.E., together with other 
patriotic societies and the citizens, 
gave a hearty welcome home to Lt.- 
Col. Page, D.S.O., and presented him 
with an address. 

To foster a spirit of good citizen- 
ship and patriotism, a silver medal 
was offered to the pupils of Grade 8 
for the best essay on what Red Deer 
has done towards winning the war. 
The medal was won by Junita Gaetz, 
and presented by the Regent of the 
1.@.D.B. on the school grounds on 
May 23rd. The Mayor, Chairman of 
the School Board, and others address- 
ed the children ‘on the duties of 
citizenship and patriotism, and Mrs. 
Dawe Kindly led the children_in the 
singing of patriotic songs,

Borden and Foster are Both Spoken 
of For Possible Commisionerships. 


Ottawa, February 13.—The latest ad- 
vices regarding Sir ‘Robert Borden 
are that he will sail from England 
on Monday for New York. Lady 
Borden has arranged to meet him 
there towards the end of the month, 
when they will both proceed to the 
southern states for some months. 

There has been a rumor that Sir 
Rebert may possibly accept the chair- 
manship of the Saar Valley c.minis- 


. Sion, which, under the terms of the 


peace treaty, is to administer the coal 
mines there formerly in. the posses- 
sion of Germany. The appointment 
would be in many respects a desirable 
one, though it would involve residence 
abroad for a period of probably ten 
years. The salary attached to it is 
about $10,000 a year: The nomina- 
tion of the officer has been definitely 
offered to Canada. There is also the 
high commissionership for Canada in 
London, an office which would seem 
to be more suitable to the premier. 

Sir George Foster has been urging 
his claims to this very strongly, but; 
the desire of the government is to give 
it a younger and more energetic man. 
As Sir George must be provided for 
in some way, and is most anxious for 
a European appointment, it is pos- 
sible that his pressing demands for 
the high commissionersip may be 
relieved by the Saar Valley commis- 
sionership. At all events the two ap- 
pointments will shortly be at the dis- 
posal of the government, and it is 
quite on the cards that Sir Robert 
and Sir George will fill them.

7 FOREIGNERS IN CANADA) THE WONDERFUL 


W.C.T.U. Press Superinten- 
dent Replies to Critics 


To the Editor of The News: 

Sir,—In reply to the letters appear- 
ing in the last issues of The News and 
Advocate, I beg space for the publi- 
cation of the following: ; 

My first thought on reading these 
letters was “what an ado about no- 
thing,” as, no one to my knowledge, 
said that English and Scotch were for- 
eigners. However, on looking up a 
good dictionary, I find the first mean- 
ing of the word “foreigner” to be “one 
who comes from another nation or 
country,” so I am not as sure now as 1 
was before that BritisKers are nal 
quite as much foreigners in Canada 
as Ruthenians, Russians, Italians, etc. 
The paragraph quoted in my letter may 
have been a bit misleading. The 
statement made at the W.C.T.U. meet- 
ing was that teachers and community 
workers who had had experience in 
both distinctly British and distinctly 
foreign districts tell us that the Bri- 
tish are far harder to really Cana- 
dianize than the so-called foreigner. 

We would like to assure the Scotch- 
man that if the St. Andrew's Society 
were doing as much as the W.C.T.U. 
to make Canada a country and a fit 
country for Canadians, conditions 
might improve a great deal faster. No 
less an authority than Mr. Jones, of 
the Overseas Club, is responsible for 
the statement that “such organizations 
as ‘Sons of England’ and ‘St. Andrews 
Society’ do more harm than good in 
a country like Canada.” So you see 
the idea is not held only by W.C.T.U. 
Mr. Jones also said he was an Eng- 
lishman, but was inclined to feel com- 
plimented when told often during his 
tour through Canada that “he didn't 
look it, he might have been taken for 
'a Canadian.” . 

As stated before we are quite de- 
sirous of having in our Canadian civi- 
lization the best from every land re- 
presented here, but we do object to 
having the antiquated ideas of so 
many from the old countries, partic- 
ularly along the drink and cigarette 
evils, fastened upon us. 

As for the Scotchman, whose letter. 
I particularly enjoyed, because I didn’t 
think men paid much attention to the 
W.C.T.U., I think he is in a fair way 
to become a real good Canadian some 
day, although just yet he appears to 
be tied rather too much to the “apron 
strings" of his mother country. J 
could hazard a guess though that he 
is not one of the many who are con- 
stantly harping on the strain “what 
we did in the old country.” His letter 
reminded me of a story of an adopted 
child; who said to her playmate: “My 
parents like me better than your par- 
ents like you, because your parents 
had to take you whether they wanted 
you or not and mine didn’t.” Of 
course, we don’t expect the Scotch- 
man to sce the point at once, but he 
might if he thinks about it for a week 
or two. 2 

Just a word to Scotchman No. 2. 
Such a rambling, “get-nowhere” let- 
ter as appeared in The Advocate, 
might lead one to suspect his willing- 
ness to pay for what he drinks as well 
as for what he eats. No further 
comment is necessary ,as there. are 
still in circulation a féw copies of 
Canadian history. I recall to mind 
the story of the Chinaman who went 
overseas. On his return he was ask- 
ed how he liked the different allied 
soldiers. He disliked the English, 
Americans, French and Canadians for 
various reasons, but when it came to 
the Scotch, he said “Me like the 
Seotch. He just like Chinaman.” 

To avoid further blunders on 
part of these letter writers, we would 
suggest their sending some of their 
women folk to the mectings of the 
W.C.T.U., where they and their cri- 
ticisms would be very welcome.

‘and Society which prompted me _ to 
rite. For the benefit of the W.C.T, 

J, I may say that this Society was 
‘ounded in 1874 for the purpose of 
‘ringing together those men born in 
Mngland, Wales, the Isle of Man, 
Anglegea and the Channel Islands and 
their descendants for their mutual 
benefit and support, and the mainten- 
ance of the British connection, prin- 
cipally on account of advertisements 
which appeared in the Canadian pap- 
ers with the warning at the end of 
each “No Englishman need apply.” 
After widely advertising in the British 
Isles for settlers for this vast country, 
some of Canada’s citizens actually met 
those who responded to the call with 
this distasteful rebuff. I came to 
Canada nineteen years ago, and since 
that time I pergzonally have seen ad- 
vertisements to that effect. 

It seems to me that the definition of 
the word “Canadianizing” from the 
point of view of the W.C.T.U., must be 
“trying to teach the settlers of Canada 
Canadian methods and modes of liv- 
ing.” It is my firm belief that it is 
impossible to teach anything by 
theory alone, practice and experience 
are necessary, and it is so in the case 
of the settler. Let the good ladies of 
the W.C.T.U. watch the statistics re- 
garding Canadian immigration. For 
generations to come settlers will be 
pouring into Canada from all parts of 
the world; let them cerebrize on the 
immense proposition of teaching these 
people Canadian ways and making 
them forget the teachings of their 
childhood; better to let them learn 
by experience and with the help and 
good example of those of us who are 
already citizens. 

One can appreciate the good mean- 
ing of the W.C.T.U., and hope that the 
old phrase “docendo discimus” will be 
applicable in their case. 

If it were possible for the members 
of the W.C.T.U. to become members 
of the S.0.E., they would be astonish- 
ed to know really how loyal this 
Society is to Canada, proyed very re- 
cently by the number of its members 
who served in the Canadian army dur- 
ing the late war, and were not con- 
scripts. Nevertheless, these men 
must have ome” feeling, some 
thought, some love for the Old Home, 
the old mother, who is never forgoten 
even by the worst criminal.

ONTARIO IS SHORT OF 
2,000 TEACHERS 


Kingston, Ont., February 7.—Hon. 
R. H Grant, minister of education in 
the Drury cabinet, was one of the 
speakers at the unveiling yesterday 
of a tablet in Inverary public school, 
in memory of five former pupils who 
were killed in the war. He dealt with 
some of the educational problems of 
the province. Referring to the con- 
solidation of rural schools, Hon. Mr. 
Grant stated that since November 
last 100 applications had been re- 
ceived for consolidated schools. 

He made reference to the scarcity 
of teachers, and placed the shortage 
at 2,000 in the province, due largely 
he said, to the poor salaries paid. 
The remedy. he said, was increased 
interest in rural life and higher 
salaries. He said that there was a 
large number of qualified teachers 
who were not following their profes- 
sion becuse of the low salaries.

day’s sessions of the farmer's parlia- 
ment. For the tenth year in succes- 
sion, Mr. Maharg has been the head of 
the association, and tonight's demon- 
stration indicated the esteem in 
which he is held by the members of 
the fraternity. A. G. Hawkes, who 
for nine years has been the  vice- 
president, was re-elected to that office 
for this year, and was also the sub- 
fect matter of an ovation. ; 

While the election of the two chief | 
executives of the association was the! 
chief business of the night, the con- 
vention, by a resolution, unanimously | 
pledged itself to the support in every 
way of the Forward Movement’ now 
being campaigned throughout’ the 
Dominion, following an inspiring ad- 
dress by Rev. W. Clark, of this city. 


WOOD MAKES PROPHECY 


President Wood, of the United 
Farmers of Manitoba, created a deep 
impression tonight -when, in the 
course of a brief address, he dealt 
with the great work of building up a 
nation—a work in which the Grain 
Growers, now organized into a band 
of 100, 000, will take a prominent part. 

“The time is coming,” he said, 
“when the farmers will be called on 
to handle the reins of office of the 
Dominion. When they do they will 
be faced with the same problems and 
temptations that those now in power 
ire faced. The organized farmers 
should bear that in mind.” 

The balance of the evening was 
taken up with consideration of reso- 
lutions.: Keen interest is being mani- 
fested in the resolution dealing with 
the national marketing of grain, 
which will come before the conven- 
tion tomorrow. In the last two days 
considerable opposition would  ap- 
pear to have arisen to the scheme, 
and the debate is expected to pro- 
duce some heated moments. 

ACTION APPROVED OF 

The last part of tonight's session 
was devoted to a consideration of 
resolutions. among them being one 
approving the action of theseed grain 
commissioner in attempting to secure 
a reduction in the price of seed wheat 
sold to farmers at country elevators 
'n the dried-out areas, from the pres- 
ent price fixed by the Wheat Board of 
$280 a bushel, to $2.40, plus carrying 
charges on Fort William basis. 

By resolution, the convention went 
oan record unanimously as endorsing 
the action of the provincial govern- 
ment in the matter of prohibition. 
The convention also went on record 
as being in favor of free transporta- 
tion- of feed and seed oats in dis- 
tricts suffering a loss of crops. 

ASKS FOR SURVEY 

The convention was called on by 
resolution to ask the federal govern- 

ont to have a survey made of the 
dry area in the western part of the 
province in order to determine the 
agricultural possibilities of this area. 
D. J. Sykes, M.L.A. for Swift Current, 
and George Spence, M.L.A. for No- 
tuken, were the chief speakers, and 
the resolution carried unanimously, 
and the convention adjourned at 


11.30.

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USE OF NICKEL IN COINAGE 


Why continue the use of silver for 
coinage purpose in Canada? There is 
no good reason for it, except  old- 
established habit, and there are many 
arguments in favor of nickel as a 
substitute. 

Silver, as everybody knows, has of 
late risen enormously in value. If the- 
process goes much further, Canada’s 
silver coins will dis#ppear because 
they will be worth more as bullion 
‘than as coins. This is what is al- 
ready happening to American silver 
dollars. In Great Britain also there 
is beginning to be noticed a scarcity . 
of shillings. \ 

France has.a coinage made from 
pure nickel—differing from the United 
States “nickel,” which contains only - 
twenty-five per cent. of that metal and 
seventy-five per cent. of copper. 
French nickel coins are durable, 
tractive in appearance, and 
scientific reasons they cannot 
successfully counterfeited. These are 
virtues well worth considering. : 

Nickel is Canada’s national metal, 
this country producing about eighty 
per cent. of the world’s total output. 
For years the Ontario bureau of min- 
es has been urging its use for coinage 
but has not yet managed to get the 
idea adopted. Perhaps they may now 
make better progress, under’ the 
changed conditions. = 

The only objection which the mint 
anthorities can urge, is that if nickel 
coins of pure metal are to be produced 
they are more costly than alloys. But 
if France can find a profit in with- 
drawing the silver and substitute pure 
nickel, Canada can surely ‘do like- 
wise.—Vancouver Sun.

MEAT GLUT AT 

PORT OF LONDON. 


London Times, January 16: 

The congestion at the port of Lon- 
don, where 39 steamers are waiting 
to discharge their cargoes, was aggra- 
vated, it was stated, by the cessation 
of work during the Christmas holi- 
days. Much of the confusion, how- 
ever, is due to the arrival of excep- 
tionally heavy cargoes of tea and 
frozen meat. : 

The 33 steamers waiting to dis- 
charge their cargoes in the docks in 
London last week represented more 
than 191,000 tons gross. This total: 
may be taken as equivalent to about 
261,000 tons deadweight. Taking the 
average value of the vessels as $40 
per ton deadweight, the value repre- 
sented by all this idle shipping 
amounts to nearly 10,500,000 pounds. 

An average value for the cargo of 
these ships might be estimated on a 
very modest basis as being 500.000 
pounds. The value of the cargoes of 
the ships laden with foodstuffs from 
Australasia would, in fact, be very 
much larger. But on the basis of a 
value’ of 500,000 pounds each, the 


cargo of the 33 ships would represent 
16,500,000 pounds. That, with the 
value of 10,500,000 pounds for the 
steamers, means that property is now 
lying idle representing 27,000,000 
pounds, Some of the ships have been 
idle for weeks.

league or to permit the passage of 
foreign troops through Swiss terri- 
tory, but agreeing to participate in 
any economic pressure applied by | 
the league. Switzerland’s admission to . 
the league, however, is dependent up- 
on a Swiss referendum confirming 
these conditions.

Wherewith shall | come before the

He hath showed thee, O man, what 
is good; and what doth the Lord re- 
quire of thee, but to do justly, and to 
love mercy and to walk humbly with 
thy God.—Micah 6:6-8. 


Our attention cannot too often be 
drawn to the fundamentals of religion 
as set forth in this statement of the 
ancient prophet. 

Jerusalein was exceedingly pros- 
perous in the time of Micah, but as in 
modern times there was an uneven 
distribution of wealth and more than 
in our own age a tendency for the ; 
rich to oppress the poor. In_ his | 
earlier life Micah was a labor leader’ 
and strongly denounced the injustice | 
of the land-owning and wealthy | 
classes. . 

Toward the end of his career a 
new danger threatened the nation in 
the growing power and aggressive pol- 
icy of the Assyrian Empire. In this: 
national crisis the people sought to 
fortify themselves by adopting the 
methods of the religion of their adver- | 
saries and many went so far as to. 
offer human sacrifices, ‘giving the, 
fruit of their bodies for the sin of; 
their soul.’ There is something sub- | 
lime under this repulsive form of 
worship—it expressed the principle 
“The Best for God,’ but the prophet 
condemns the needless futile sacrifice 
and lays down a basis of worship 
which has permanent and universal 
value—the principles of justice, mercy 
and humility. He no longer denounc- 

1 @s the sins of one class but recognizes , 
the common necessity for all classes , 
to recognize the principles which 
underly national safety and prosper- 
ity.

We 
readily acknowledge love as an ex- 
cellent principle, ‘but revolt when we 
try to apply it to our neighbor. : 

Religious and _ social controversy 
arises through our .passionate deter- 
mination’ to reform him in order to 
justify our love. 

The principle of humility is needed 
to make our religious life full-orbed, 
and it will be well for us to remember 
also that humility is not to be mis- 
taken for mock modesty. It is not 
an undue depreciation or exagger- 
ation of ourselves but a true sense of 
the value we render and the relation- 
ship we bear to others. 

No better example of this religion 
in actual experience than that of 
the great American statesman 
whose birthday was celebrated last 
week. In the life of Lincoln we find 
a man of action, Whose religious nat- 
ure was: developed in the great per- 
sonal and national struggle through 
which he passed with malice toward 
none and charity for all, into a nation 
rent asunder by contending interests 
he poured the influence of a personal- 
ity permeated by the ideals of, jus- 
tice, love and humility.

(Farm and Ranch Review) 

Tho Dominion Statistical Bureau 
has just published the crop estimates 
for the past season which show that 
we harvested in Canada 193 1-4 mil- 
Non bushels of wheat from a little 
over 19 million acres, or approximate- 
ly 10 bushels per acre. The average 
value of this crop was found to be 
for spring wheat $1.86 per bushel at 
the point of shipment. This is the 
nearest estimate that can be made at 
this time, and it is substantially cor- 
rect. This gives us an income of 
$18.60 per acre of spring wheat for 
the whole of Canada. In Western 
Canada, with the higher’ costs of 
transportation, the income was a lit- 
tle below that figure. 


Now, let us take a look at _ the 
other side of the ledger. We have 
just examined the cost accounts of 


one of the:most efficiently and econ- 
omically managed farming enterprises 
in the west. We find the cost per 
acre of producing last year’s crop to 
be as follows:

This particular crop yielded a little 
over 12 bushels to the acre, but the 
cost of handling the average (10 
bushel) crop would be practically the 
same, the only difference would be tn 
the cost of threshing and elevator 
charges, amounting to only a_ few 
cents.

Reports from Provincial Convention 


Mr. Bower, on being called upon to 
report concerning the Provincial con- 
vention, first referred to the Red Deer 
U.F.A. resolution, protesting against 
private corporations retaining title in 
mines and minerals in farm lands sold 
by them, when such mines and miner- 
als had not been reserved by the Crown, 
as was the later practice. The C.P.R. 
representative had striven to “soft- 
pedal” the discussion on the resolu- 
tion, and Mr. Bower had come to tfte 
‘conclusion that the farmers could ex- 
pect nothing from the United Grain 
Crowers in conflict with the C. P. R. 
The U.G.G. was an immense commer- 
cial corporation, and it had to stand in 
with other great commercial corpora- 
tons like the C.P.R. if it was to hold 
it3:'own: what had they got from the 
reulways. through the organized far- 
ters in adjustment of freight rates, in 
damage for the killing of cattle by de- 
{.ctive railways guards at crossings, 
eitc.? The U.G.G. was overruling the 
U.F.A.. Then he protested against the 
t-eatmerft meted out to the older men: 
they did not get a show at the conven- 
t'on, and Mr. Bower cited Warner, Jim 
Weir, Durham, Leedy, Henry, Brown, 
« ; samples of old timers in the U. F. A. 
\.h0 got short shrift at the convention. 
Such men were backed to a standstill 
by, fanfare and noise from men who 
might be farmers today and real estate 
agents tomorrow. Some of them were 
against the principle of the closed 
€ or, believing that it weakened the 
position of the U.F.A.. Harmony was 
desirable to some extent, but the U. F. 
«., in politics, and the group economic 
policy deserved more consideration 
than had been given it. How was a 
government to be formed on this basis? 
Some wanted to know. 

Mr. Ross VanSlyke, and later’ the 
chairman, challenged Mr. Bower's idea 
as to the treatment meted out to the 
older members. Mr. VanSlyke pointed 
out the immense gatherings which 
packed the place of meeting, and the 
vast amount of business to be trans. 
acted. Speakers had to be brief and 
to the point. Mr. Warner spoke for 
twenty minutes and then got rattled: 
the audience was impatient of long- 
winded speeches. Mr. Leedy attacked 
President Woods, and found the dele- 
gates almost altogether against him. 
Mr. VanSlyke went into detail as to 
the selling of grain, which he had in- 
vestigated pretty thoroughly at Cal- 
zary along with Mr. J. White and Mr. 
Wallace. He was of opinion that, 
whenever possible, grain should be 
handled by the farmer through special 
bins. He thus retained the identity of 
his grain, he could sell when he wanted 
to, and he knew what he had to pay 
for commission and storage. Mr. Van- 
Slyke spoke interestingly on premium 
prices on grain, and also dealt with 
the Wheat Board's operations. The U. 
S. embargo prevented shipment of 
Canadian wheat until the American 
No. 1 wheat had been cleaned up. Some 
of the U.S. wheat went as high as $3.10 
but there were only 6000 cars of No. 1, 
2 and 3 wheat at the higher prices. The 
average at point of shipping of No. 1 
wheat in the U.S. was $2.14144. The U. 
G. G., he was satisfied, would pay all 
the market would afford: private ele- 
vators were interested in getting the 
grain as ‘cheaply as possible. Mr. 
Elliott, of the U. G. G., had assured 
him that there would be a big demand 
for all of Red Deer's seed grain. Mr. 
VanSlyke then took up the machinery 
of the Survey Board which dealt with 
appeals from grading: the cost of a 
re-survey was nothing if they gained 
a grade, and only $3 if they did not 
change it. ° 


Widening the Gauge of Sleighs 


The chairman said that the resolu- 
tions for and against widening the 
gauge of sleighs were in danger of be- 
ing all passed up by the Executive, 
but he procured the passing of a reso- 
lution whereby a questionaire will be 
sent down to _ the locals to see how 
many would buy the wider sleighs, if 
the U.G.G. stocked the wide bunks and 
wide rollers. : 

Mr. J. J. Gaetz, M.P.P., spoke of the 
difficulty in the early days to get 
sleighs, and the home-made _ sleighs 
were four feet in width. He rather 
favored a wider sleigh than at present 
‘in use, but would not have it compul- 
sory.. The wider sleigh he considered 
was better for heavy draft, but not for 
cutters. It ought to be easier and 
better for cars, but while cars could 
run with five or six inches of snow, 
they could not well run with two feet 
of snow, especially in turning out. 

Secretary Wallace made an impas- 
sioned appeal for the wider bunks: 
they were the only kind that should be 
used on their crowned-up roads in 
winter. Mr. Bert Abbott, of his dis- 
trict, had had great satisfaction with 
the wider sleigh: it would turn any- 
where. 

“What did they mean by the wider 
sleigh?” ‘asked Mr. VanSlyke. “The 
standard gauge of 4ft. 8%1in., or a 4 
ft. width?” 

The chairman ruled that the stan- 
dard gauge was implied. 

Mr. Bower couid not sce how they 
could work out a 4 ft. 8% in. cutter. 
Mr. Hicks, Mr. VanSlyke, Mr. Braith- 
waite and others took a hand in the 
discussion. Ir. Bower contended that 
such a widegaugeas 4 ft. 84 in. meant 
heavicr and more expensive material 
all through, heavier draft, more diffi- 
culty in breaking the trail, horses not 
pulling evenly owing to being too far 
apart, etc. 

Mr. VaxnSlyke argued that a 4 ft. 
814 in. gauge for sleighs, the same 
standard as for wagons, would 
not help the autos. If the autos ran 
in the same trail as the sleighs, they 
woukl chew up the trail, and make it 
uscless for the sleighs. The real solu- 
tion was having the sleigh road in 
winter along the fence and having the 
right-of-way levelled and cleared for 
that purpose. 

On a vote being taken, eleven would 
take the 4 ft. 8% in. sleighs if they 
were available, while eleven would not. 
The whole twenty-two who voted 
would take a 4 ft. sleigh.

Chairman L. M. Gaetz, director for 
the Red Deer Federal district on the 
U.F.A. Board of Directors, then gave a 
review of the principal resolutions 
dealt with by the directors after the 
convention had adjourned.

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PREPARING FOR THE 
BREEDING SEASON 


Experimental Farms Note. 

By this time it should be fairly well 
decided what birds are to be used in 
the breeding pens. 

In the main, dependence should be 
placed on hens, but it is ‘always well 
to use some of the best pullets as by 
so doing a year’s time is very often 
saved. Pi 

As none but the best pullets should 
have been carried over the second 


season, there should be very little 
culling of the hens required. Iiuw- 
ever, there are always a few that 


have not kept in prime breeding con- 
dition, some may have put on too 
much fat—others may have shown a 
tendency to colds or other undesirable 
qualities. These should not be put 
into the breeding pens. 

The hens intended for breeders 
should be carried through the winter | 
in a normal condition without forcing 
or stimulation of any kind, so that! 
they come to the breeding season full} 


of vim and vigour. To obtain apdj 
retain this condition, green feed 
should be plentifully supplied. Chop- 


ped clover, sprouted oats or mangels 
are all good. 

The pullets should be early hatched, 
vigorous and well matured. 

To these selected females should 
be mated either vigorous cock birds 
that have already been proven as, 
breeders, or strong, vigorous, well- 
matured cockerels that are not only 
the sons of high-producing hens but 
the brothers of pullets that have 
shown by their performance that they 
carry the quality for high production. 

Do not make the matings too large. 
A good, vigorous cockerel of the gen-| 
eral purpose type on free range may | 
successfully look after 15 or 20 or 
even more females, but the same bird; 
in confinement might “fall down” 
lamentably with more than half that 
number. Do not expect a cock to at- 
tend to the number of females that a 
cockerel would, and if you are cis at | 


for early chickens, use cockerels at 
the head of the breeding pens as they 
are much more reliable early in the 

season, 
George Robertson, 
Assistant Dominion 
Husbandman.
